It is still true, 
however, that applications for com­ 
pensation may be filed at any time 
within five years after discharge, but 
without a certificate of injuiy, com­ 
pensation will not be granted unless 
the disability occurred within one 
year after discharge, except active 
pulmonary

disease,

Secretary Wallace of the Depart­ 
ment of Agriculture declared in an 
address here yesterday before the 
local Farm Bureau. 
Wallace 
presented 
comparative 
figures to show that the purchasing 
power of the farmers’ dollar had 
decreased sharply since 1913, while 
the wages of the workmen, and es­ 
pecially in organized industries, arc 
considerable higher than they were 
before the war, whether measured 
in dollars and cents or in purchas­ 
ing power. 
“The purchasing power 
of 
the 
wages of the railway employe in 
1921," he continued, “was 51 per 
cent greater than in 1913. 
The 
purchasing power of the wages 
A 
the coal miner in 1921 was 30 per 
cent greater than in 
1913. 
The 
purchasing power of the farm hand, 
who works for wages in 1921, was 4 
per cent less than In 1913, while 
the purchasing power of the farmer 
himself was on an average from 25 
to 45 per cent less than in 1913. 
“In short,” Wallace emphasized,, 
“the farmers of the country, num­ 
bering almost one-chird of our en­ 
tire population, have 
borne 
alto­ 
gether the heaviest burden of de­ 
flation. 
They hav=» endeavored to I 
get relief by all lawful means. They 
have appealed to the administration, 
to Congress, and every other agency 
which they tlibught might be able 
to help them, but while making 
these efforts to avoid their heavy 
losses they have not struck. 
“They have not created disorders. 
They have kept on producing, and, 
in the face of extraordinarily low 
prices, have this year grown one 
of th© largest crops in our entire 
history. The farmer believes in law 
and order.
